There are more reasons than one 
why you should trade with your 
home merehaat.

If tt is a auit of clothes 
or a pair of shoes or an agricultural 
implement, you can make the neces- 
aary ammiaatioB aad Mtiafyyour- 
aelf of the worth of the article be- 
fore you take it out of the place. If 
it ia not aatisfactory, you can have 
la^UTM on the dealer, if you are 
hard ma/tt la jronr home merdiant 
you look to for credit. When you 
bring your i roducls to the city you 
expect to sell them to the home trade. 

The boma merchant employa hia 
darin bare, and theM are compelled 
Id buy farm products. He pays taxes 
OO his goods and his other property, 
and thus helpa to Uft the burden of 
H» f^»iftn from yoor aboulderi. He 
worfci in eonnaetioB with you for 
better schola, betltr rotda and bet- 
ter governnaent. 

If you Mud off your Hat k> a mail 
order house, you get what the house 
in Chicago or elsewhere chooses to 
eend you. The apparent attractive 
deereaae in price ia often more ap 
parent thaa real. You don't know 
what IS In the goods they send you. 
You only know that you have sent 
the money in advance, and you are 
compelled to take what comei. If 
you raiw a kick, i he matter ia com- 
pellfcd to go throu^'h the red tape 
regulation of a concern that care> 
nothing mora for yoa rinM it has 
jrour money. 

An inveatigation will of ten ahow 
that >0U can purchase the same 
goods for the Mme money right here 
in the home market, if not, your 
home merchant will be able to get it 
for you, and if assured tf your trade 
thet alter, hr will have it on hmd 
for you when you are again in need. 

It isimpoiaibleto find out Jaat how 
niucli money goes out to the so-called 
mail order houses. The Commerce 
Commission found out that more 
than two million doUara want out of 
Kentucky last year to tlieae honaea 
where payments were made by post- 
al an i expreaa money orders. Where 
ehacka or eaih were wnt. the com- 
inisaicn could not get a line on it. It 
is reariunable to estimate that more 
thari liliy iliou.saiid dollars are sent 
out ui this county every year to these 
foraiga hooaea. Thia never eooDes 
back, but goes to eririrh the dividends 
of theae foreign concei 

It U differaat with the money you 
spend with your home merchant. 
The clothier pays the grocer, the 
grocer pays the baker, tnc baker 
pays the. coal man. and so the money 
gets into circulation, aud finally gets 
batk into yeur own bank uccoum
